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REPORT 



To the Honorable the General Assembly of Rhode Island. 



Gentlemen: — Section six, chapter one hundred eighty-seven, of 
the General Laws of this State provides that "the Railroad Commis- 
sioner shall annually report to the General Assembly the condition 
and proceedings of the several railroad corporations, so far as the 
public interest may require, with such suggestions and recommenda- 
tions as he may deem necessary and expedient." In accordance 
therewith I present the following report. 

The annual returns of the several steam and electric railroads, or- 
ganized under the laws of this State or doing business or operating 
railroads within its territory, will be found in full in the appendix to 
this report with tables compiled therefrom, giving the more im- 
portant statistics of their operation. As the law requires, these re- 
turns are made up to the 30th day of June, 1906, for the fiscal year 
ending on that date. 

The general report, however, is for the calendar year from January 
1, 1906, to December 31, 1906. 

The year 1906 has been a most successful one for the railroads of 
this country, and in many respects a record-breaker. More miles 
of new railroad have been builded than in any year except the year 
1902; more cars and locomotives have been turned out than in any 
previous year; and the number of passengers carried has been largely 
in excess of previous years; and yet there have been more complaints 
of lack or cars, both freight and passenger, than were ever known. 
The railroads generally have been unable to provide cars or to trans- 
port freight with promptness, and on some roads the congestion of 
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freight in the yards has seriously affected manufacturers, merchants, 
and in fact all classes of the community. 

According to figures compiled by the Railroad Gazette, there have 
been 5,622 miles of new road added to the previous mileage of 217,328 
miles, showing the present mileage to be approximately 222,950. 
This is the largest addition to mileage reported since 1902. This new 
mileage has been distributed over 44 States and Territories, Texas 
leading with an increase of 535 miles. No new mileage was reported 
in Maryland, Delaware, Iowa, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, and Vermont. 

There have been turned out by the different car building com- 
panies, 240,503 freight cars and 3,167 passenger cars. This is in 
addition to many cars turned out by railroad companies from their 
own shops. The number of new locomotives built by the private 
concerns was 6,952, of which 720 were for export. In addition to 
this number many locomotives have been built or rebuilt by railroad 
companies in their own shops. 

During the year only six railroad corporations went into the hands 
of receivers. 

From returns made to the United States Commerce Commission 
from 852 railway companies, or about 99 per cent, of the total mileage 
of the country, the gross earnings of these roads were $2,319,760,030, 
an average of $10,543 per mile, which is a much higher average than 
that reported for any previous year since the Commission was created. 
The operating expenses were $1,532,163,153. or an average of $6,963 
per mile. The net earnings for the year ending June 30, 1906, were 
$787,596,877. The amount of dividends paid by these roads was 
$229,406,598, leaving a surplus of $100,428,707, an increase in divi- 
dends of $34,248,605 over the year 1905. These figures do not in- 
clude the dividends paid by leased lines from the income received as 
rent. 

As regards safety appliances, the same Commission reports that the 
law has been well observed. Two hundred and twenty-five suits have 
been filed for violation of the law since it went into effect, of which 
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100 have been settled, and penalties to the amount of $22,700 col- 
lected and paid into the treasury. 

The Commission also recommends that an amendment to the law 
should be made which would place all appliances included in the 
master car builders standards for the protection of trainmen, such as 
sill steps, ladders and roof handholds, under the regulation of law. 

The record of accidents reported to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for the year ending June 30, 1906, shows a total of passengers 
killed, 350; injured, 10,431. Employees and others killed 3,803; in- 
jured, 55,496; a total of persons killed 4,153; injured, 65,927. In this 
connection the Commission states "the tremendous increase in the 
volume of freight traffic has put a severe strain upon employees and 
this has -often been made the justification for working men unduly 
long hours and has led to the employment of many young and inex- 
perienced persons. In the matter of long hours the accident reports 
have shown instances of even worse conditions than existed in former 
years." 

" In the item of passengers killed in collisions and derailments the 
record for 1906 is not so bad as that of 1905. This is a cause for 
gratification; but the only real indication of the figures is that the 
number and severity of great disasters has diminished. The cost of 
<;ollisions as reported by the companies, excluding damages to prop- 
erty and idemnities paid tp or on account of persons killed or injured, 
is $10,659,189, or nearly a million dollars greater than in 1905." 

It is also gratifying to note that during the year 1906 wages have 
been increased by nearly all the roads in the country and for all classes 
of employees. The general advance has been about ten per cent. 

Among the notable events in railroad matters is the fact that all 
the principal lines of railroad in Mexico have been taken possession 
of by the government, and will be managed hereafter under govern- 
mental direction. This is following the example of Italy, Switzer- 
land, New Zealand, and other countries. 

In the United States the law creating the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has been so amended as to greatly increase the power of 
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the Commission over all railroads doing interstate business. This 
action has been the direct result of public opinion generally through- 
out the United States, and has been most emphatically voiced by the 
President in his messages to Congress. The general opinion has been 
that the railroad corporations have taken such advantage of their 
immense resources and of the consequent political power as to prac- 
tically control the situation and be in a position to dictate their own 
policy, regardless of the interests of the people. 

If the law is properly enforced it must result in the doing away 
with the rebates and other discriminations that have been so com- 
mon 'and which have done much to increase the agitation for govern- 
mental ownership. 

SUMMARY OF STATISTICS. 

The number of steam railroad corporations incorporated under the 
laws of this State or doing business therein is eleven, or three less 
than at last report. Of these corporations seven are operated by the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, either by 
ownership of stock or upon long leases. The four remaining corpora- 
tions, viz., the Narragansett Pier Railroad, the Wood River Branch 
Railroad, the Moshassuck Valley Railroad, and the Newport and 
Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company, are still operated under 
their own charters. 

Since my last report, under the provisions of an act passed by the 
General Assembly, April 14, 1905, the Rhode Island and Massachu-^ 
setts Railroad Company, the Providence aftd Springfield Railroad 
Company, and the Woonsocket and Pascoag Railroad Company have 
been merged with the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company. 

All outstanding obligations and liabilities of the three corpora-^ 
tions mentioned above have been assumed by said New York, New. 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, which also under said act 
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becomes the sole owner of all the rights, privileges, and franchises 
which were the property of said corporations. 

The railroads in this State have shared in the general prosperity 
of the country, every road showing an increase in the number of per- 
sons carried except the Moshassuck Valley Railroad, which shows 
a loss of 4,636. The total increase in the number of passengers car- 
ried is 5,924,653. 

Every road shows an increase in tons of merchandise transported 
except the Narragansett Pier Railroad, which shows a loss of 767. 
The total increase being 1,952,427 tons. 

That the steam railroads in the State have been managed with care- 
fulness and efficiency is shown by the fact that while they have car- 
ried over sixty-nine million passengers during the year ending June 
30,1906.. not one has been killed by train accidents or at stations and 
only five have been injured; and in all these cases the railroad com- 
pany were not at fault, as the persons were injured in getting off cars 
after train had started or in attempting to get on cars while in motion. 

STEAM ROADS. 

PROPERTY. 

The paid up capital stock of the several steam railroad corpora- 
tions is $135,110,500.00; miles of road owned and operated, 2,709+; 
miles of road in this State, 209+ ; miles of track in this State, includ- 
ing sidings, turnouts, and second tracks, 446+. The number of loco- 
motives owned, 1,142; passenger train cars, 2,191; freight cars, 
19,950. 

As compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase 
in capital stock of $2,959,650.00; an increase in miles of road owned 
and operated, 176+, wholly without this State; an increase of about 
a half a mile of single track in this State; a decrease in number of 
locomotives of 52; an increase in passenger train cars of 72; an in- 
crease in freight cars, 2,450. 

The total property and assets of these corporations is reported as 
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$325,988,825.19, which is $20,790,936.55 over and above the total 
amount of their capital stock and funded and floating indebtedness^ 
This report shows an increase in property and assets of $65,945,857- 
.52. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $129,174,125.00; the 
floating debt, $40,913,263.64; total indebtedness, $170,087,388.64. 
As compared with last years' report, these figures show an increase 
in funded debt of $54,090,125.00; an increase in floating debt of $8,- 
529,281.82; an increase in total indebtedness of $62,619,406.82.. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts from all sources were $59,191,066.35; total ex- 
penditures, $46,791,212.54; net earnings, $12,399,853.81. As com- 
pared with report of last year, these figures show an increase in re- 
ceipts of $3,896,707.86; an increase in the expenditures of $419,355- 
.77; and an increase in net earnings of $3,477,352.09. The receipts 
of the roads were derived from the following sources, viz. : from pas- 
senger departments, $25,337,648.05; from freight departments, $27,- 
317,918.39; from rents of roads, express privileges, transportation of 
the mails, and all other sources, $6,535,499.91. As compared with 
last year's report, these figures show an increase in receipts from pas-^ 
senger departments of $1,111,911.75; an increase in receipts from 
freight departments of $1,905,675.66; and from miscellaneous sources 
an increase of $879,120.45. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by eight of the railroad corporations; the 
dividends paid by six of them, however, were from rentals received 
from lease of roads. The rates and amounts of dividends were as 
follows :

The Wood River Branch paid no dividend, but reports net earnings 
$589.60. 

The Newport and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company paid 
no dividends, but reports net earnings of $6,260.71. 

The Moshassuck Valley Railroad paid no dividend, but reports net 
earnings of $1,499.72. This road also reports a surplus of $54,189.94. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The total number of passengers carried by all the roads was 69,- 
592,985, an increase of 5,924,653. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford reports an increase of 
5,895,672; the Newport and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat 
Company, 5,936; the Narragansett Pier an increase of 24,047; the 
Wood River Branch an increase of 3,634, and the Moshassuck Valley 
a decrease of 4,636. 

MERCHANDISE TRANSPORTED. 

The total number of tons merchandise transported was 20,464,258 
an increase of 1,952,427. All the roads report an increase except the 
Narragansett Pier, which reports a decrease of 767 tons. 

RATES OF FARE. 

Rates of fare for local tickets range from .01894 cents per mile, the 
average rate of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
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Company, to 5 cents per mile on the Newport and Wickford Railroad 
and Steamboat Company; commutation tickets from .00541 cents 
per mile, on the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany to 2 cents per mile on the Newport and Wickford Railroad and 
Steamboat Company. During the past year the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad has announced a reduction of tariff 
between stations to 2 cents per mile. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The total number of persons employed in this State by all the roads 
is reported as 2,613, a decrease of 4. This is the total number of 
employees who receive pay in this State. Many employees on trains 
that run through this State receive their pay in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut and are credited to those States. 

ROLLING STOCK. , 

There has been expended during the year for new equipment and 
repairs the sum of $8,429,212.86. For maintenance of way and 
structure, $5,663,545.40. These amounts have all been charged to 
expense account. Of the 1,142 locomotives, all are equipped with 
driver brakes; of the 2,191 passenger train cars, 2,190 are equipped 
with power brakes, and 2,188 have the improved quick acting pat- 
tern. Of the 19,950 freight cars, 19,743 have power brakes and 
19,941 are equipped with automatic couplers, as required by the 
laws of the United States. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

The number of passenger train cars heated by direct steam is 2,140; 
by steam heaters, 45; and by hot water, 2. None are reported in 
which stoves are used. The temperature in parlor cars is quite uni- 
form^ but in the ordinary or unvestibuled passenger cars the tempera- 
ture is usually governed by the feelings of the train officials; at the 
stations the doors are* sometimes kept open an unnecessary length of 
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time, and the rush of cold air makes it very uncomfortable for pas- 
sengers and dangerous for those who are not robust. 

BRIDGES. 

• 
The number of bridges reported is 192; of these 18 are constructed 
of stone, 90 of iron, and 84 of wood. This is one less than reported 
last year. During the year seven old bridges on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad have been replaced by new ones of 
modern construction. 

STATIONS. 

The number of regular stopping places for trains is reported as 114; 
in addition there are 51 flag stations. Station buildings or shelters 
are provided at 126 places. 

I am unable to report any improvement in the matter of station 
buildings. On the contrary, as a rule, the buildings have not been 
kept in as good repair as usual, and many of them are quite filthy. A 
few of the more modern ones have been properly cared for; but the 
old buildings have grown older, and each year shows deterioration. A 
new passenger station is greatly needed in the city of Newport, and 
the promise has been made that whenever the city authorities were 
ready to make proper alterations and improvements in the wharf 
property and the approaches thereto the railroad officials would at 
once erect a convenient station building of modern style. 

There has been practically no change in the situation at the Paw- 
tucket passenger station. A coat of paint has covered up some of 
the dirt and smoke stains, but it is the same unventilated, poorly 
lighted, overcrowded, and inconvenient building. The water still 
drips from the eaves the whole length of the platform upon the pas- 
senger as he enters or leaves the train, the lights still twinkle through 
the darkness sufficiently to show their location. The would-be pas- 
senger is still obliged to cross the tracks several times to procure his 
ticket and get his baggage checked, and then is obliged to await his 
train in the crowded and unwholesome room or upon the platform. 
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I do not know of a city with the same population and business of 
Pawtucket that would submit to such an imposition, but the people 
of Pawtucket have got so accustomed to it that they seem to be re- 
signed if not content. Sometimes one, generally a stranger, will 
growl a little and ask why such a state of affairs is allowed to con- 
tinue; why trains are allowed to run through the station at the rate 
of thirty or forty miles an hour; why passengers are obliged to sub- 
mit to such inconveniences or dangers, etc., but he receives no answer 
to his inquiries, and he goes away thinking the people of Pawtucket 
are a patient and long-suffering community. The only redeeming 
feature is that the employees at the station are faithful, courteous, 
and obliging, and it is owing to their care and watchfulness that there 
are not more accidents at this station. 

The station at Westerly is not only too small, but is old and in- 
convenient and poorly located, with a dangerous grade crossing at 
one end. It is expected that the railroad authorities and the town 
officials will agree upon some plan for abolishing this grade crossing, 
changing the layout of the track about 100 feet towards the north 
and erecting a new passenger station building. 

I have called the attention of the railroad officials to the neglected 
appearance of the grounds in front of the freight and express build- 
ing at the station in Providence. It has been a general catch-ali for 
old papers, tobacco wrappers, and other rubbish, and has detracted 
much from the general appearance of the station and grounds. I am 
assured that with the coming of the spring it will receive due atten- 
tion. 

I have also requested that several additional settees be furnished 
in the concourse at the Providence station for the accommodation of 
those who prefer to wait there for trains, rather than in the waiting 
rooms. They will probably be furnished before many days. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The total number of grade crossings is reported as 210, a decrease 
of five over the number reported last year. The number of private 
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or farm crossings reported is 311 a decrease of 9 over the number re- 
ported last year. There are only four accidents reported at grade 
crossings ; one woman was killed who crawled under the gates, which 
were down; three persons were injured, one where gates were down; 
one where gates were not down ; one where there were no gates, but 
the person persisted in crossing in front of train against the remon- 
strance of the flagman. 

ELECTRIC BELLS AT CROSSINGS. 

On the 23rd of March I received a petition from the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company asking permission to 
substitute electric bells at the grade crossings on the East Providence. 
Branch known as Smith street, Campbell street, and Beverage Hill, 
in place of the flagmen at night only. I gave the matter a thorough 
examination, and on the 9th of May authorized the superintendent of 
the Worcester Division to make a fair trial of the projected change, 
viz., that at these crossings flagmen were to be continued during the 
daytime; that when the day flagman left his post the electric bells 
were to be connected and remain so until his return in the morning, 
when the bells were to be disconnected ; that all trains approaching 
those three crossings from either direction were to be run at slow 
speed and under control ; and that one week before said change went 
into effect a printed notice of said change was to be posted on each 
side of said crossings. On the 20th of July I received a joint reso- 
lution of the city council of Pawtucket asking me to compel the rail- 
road company to restore the flagman removed from the three cross- 
ings; as the change had been made, and I had promised a fair trial 
of the same, the matter was allowed to stand. 

During the year, the work of abolishing the three grade crossings 
in the city of Providence, viz., at Acorn, Grove, and Dike, streets, has 
been completed, the railroad tracks moved, and the new overhead 
bridge at Arthur avenue opened for travel. 

This completes a work that has engaged the attention of the city 
council of the city of Providence and the officials of the New York, 
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New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company for several years, and 
has already proved of great benefit to all concerned. 

There are yet several grade crossings within the limits of the city 
of Providence which should be abolished, at Hartford avenue and 
Plainfield street. The last named is a dangerous crossing, especially 
as it is used for street car lines as well as for highway travel, and I 
trust the coming year will see arrangements completed between the 
city and railroad by which this crossing, at least, may be eliminated 
and this possible source of danger removed. 

If at any time I shall be satisfied that these crossings have become 
more dangerous to travelers by the change, I shall order such addi- 
tional safeguards as I may deem necessary. Correspondence giving 
details of the preceding follows :

Dear Sir: — With a view to efficiency and economy in the service, this com- 
pany has been making a study of the conditions existing at the grade crossings of 
the East Providence branch of the Worcester Division in Pawtucket, and feels 
that as few trains go over this branch in the night time and the highway travel 
at the more southerly crossing is infrequent, the public would be better protected 
by the substitution at the Smith street, Campbell street, and Beverage Hill Road 
crossings, of electric bells in place of crossing tenders at night- 

The imdersigned therefore respectfully bespeaks your consideration of this 
matter and petitions that an order be issued substituting for the night flagmen at 
each crossing named bells which should be connected at the time when the day 
flagman leaves his post, and be disconnected again when he comes on duty in the 
morning, with such precautionary regulations, as to slow running of trains over 
these crossings in the night time, as may seem wise.

Dear Sir: — In answer to your favor of March 23, 1906, asking for the issuance 
of an order from this office.substituting electric bells for the flagman now stationed 
nightly at the grade crossings of the East Providence branch, at Smith street, 
Campbell street, and Beverage Hill Road, in the city of Pawtucket, would say 
that I am willing to give the project a trial as follows: 

At the three crossings mentioned above, the day flagman to be continued as at 
present, and when he leaves his post at night, the electric bells are to be connected 
and remain so until he arrives at his post in the morning, when the bells are to be 
disconnected. All trains approaching these three crossings from either direction 
are to be rim at slow speed and imder control. 

At least one week before the above change in conditions is made a printed 
notice, stating that on and after, such a date, which is to be inserted, the night 
flagman is to be discontinued and the warning to travelers will be the electric 
bell, shall be posted on each side of each of said three crossings.

Dear Sir: — Following my letter of May 10th, and in further reply to yours of 
May 9th, beg leave to advise that the flagmen will be removed from the highway 
crossings of the East Providence branch, at Smith street, Campbell street, and 
Beveridge Hill Road, in the city of Pawtucket, between the hours of 6:30 P. M. 
and 6:30 A. M. on and after Sunday, June 17th. 

Printed notices reading: 

"On and after June 17th, 1906, there will be no watchman at this crossing be- 
tween 6 :30 P. M. and 6 :30 A. M. During these hours an electric bell will announce 
the approach of trains," will be posted on each side of the said three crossings, 
between now and June 10th. 

Instructions will be issued, within the next few days, that all trains going over 
the crossings in question, between the hours of 6:30 P. M. and 6:30 A. M., will re- 
duce speed and run prepared to stop, and that no switching be done over these 
crossings during the hours named unless a flagman is first stationed there to give 

warning to the public.

GRADE CROSSINGS AT WARREN. 

October 10, 1906, I gave permission to the superintendent of the 
Worcester Division, N. Y.^ N. H. & H, R. R.-to make the necessary 
arrangements to operate the gates at the grade crossings of Child and 
Market streets in the town of Warren from a tower to be erected 
near Market street, with the understanding that when the arrange- 
ments were completed I would make an inspection of the same. On 
the 6th of April, upon notice that the gates were ready for operation, 
I visited Warren, saw the operation of the gates, and gave permis- 
sion for the withdrawal of the flagman at Child street crossing, but 
suggested that a flag in the daytime and a lantern at night be fixed 
at about the middle of the gates, and that all trains be run under 
perfect control when approaching these two crossings. I also ex- 
pressed the wish that a very reliable man should be placed in the 
tower, for operating the gates. The arrangement was to commence on 
the 28th of April. On the 2nd of May I received a copy of a resolu- 
tion, adopted by the town council of Warren on the preceding day, 
protesting against the withdraiwal of the flagman at Child street and 
asking me to order a flagman or gateman to be established at said 
Child street crossing. I decided, however to give the new arrange- 
ment a fair trial. The correspondence follows :

Dear Sir: — Following our conference at Warren, April 6th, at which time you 
gave permission to operate the gates on Child and Market streets from the tower 
recently- erected near Market street, I beg leave to report that the new arrange- 
ment will be put into effect Saturday, April 28th.

That, whereas the flagman or gateman at the Child street crossing in Warren of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad has been withdrawn, and said 
crossing is now protected only by a gate operated from a tower near another 
street; and whereas, because of the large amount of travel upon said street, which 
is one of the principal public highways of said' Warren, every necessary precaution 
for the safety of the public should be taken, and, in the opinion of said town 
council, the present arrangement of protecting the street by a gate operated in 
the manner aforesaid is utterly insufficient for such purpose; Now, therefore.

Dear Sir: — In reply to your letter of April 27th, and confirming our conversa- 
tion of yesterday; unless you insist, we would prefer continuing the white'^flag 
and white light on the crossing gates covering Market and Childs streets, in War- 
ren, R. I., instead of the red flag and red lantern. As explained^to you,^there are 
a good many signal lights in that vicinity — a number of which are red — and 
motormen or enginemen would find it somewhat difficult to properly interpret 
the signals if outside red lights were introduced. 

On the 25th instant we put in operation a warning bell in the gateman's cabin 
by which he is notified of the approach of a southbound train when it reaches a 
point 1,500 feet away. By actual timing, this gives him about forty seconds 
advance notice, and it requires fourteen or fifteen seconds to lower the^ates. This . 
action will, I think, go a long way towards reducing liability to accident at these 
grade crossings. 

The compensation of the gatemen operating the Childs and Market streets 

gates has been increased and this will, doubtless, enable us to get competent and 

reliable men on this work.

GRADE CROSSING AT NIANTIC. 

On the 5th of July I received from Hon. Thomas H. Peabody a 
communication stating that at a meeting of the town council of West- 
erly, held on the 2nd of July, a petition had been presented asking 
the council to take action on the appointment of a flagman at the 
grade crossing on Main street, in the village of Niantic, which stated 
that after a hearing the said town council had appointed him a com- 
mittee to correspond with the Railroad Commissioner and call his at- 
tention to the need of a flagman at said crossing. From various 
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reasons, after acknowledging the receipt of his letter it was not con- 
venient for me to visit the location, until December 13, when I went 
to Niantic and inspected the location. Tlie crossing was provided 
with gates which were operated from a tower a few feet away from the 
crossing. On the 21st of December, after due notice to all parties in 
interest , I gave a hearing at the office of the Commissioner in Provi- 
dence. The hearing was attended by Mr. Peabody, several members 
of the town council of Westerly, several citizens of Niantic, and on 
the part of the railroad company by C. C. Elwell, superintendent of 
the Shore Line Division, J. A. Droege, superintendent of the Wor- 
cester Division, and N. W. Smith, attorney. 

A full hearing upon the conditions existing at the crossing was 
given. It was stated that the gates at this crossing, which are oper- 
ated by the signal man in the tower, were sometimes left up when 
trains passed over the crossing; that often at night the gates were put 
down and left so during the entire night, obliging travelers on the 
highway to lift them in order to cross the tracks; and that at other 
times in case of high winds the gates could not be successfully oper- 
ated by the man in the tower. It was also claimed that this crossing 
was often blocked by freight trains for several minutes at a time, and 
that while thus blocked express trains passed the crossing at high 
rates of speed, and that the lives of persons waiting to cross the track 
were therefore endangered. It was also stated that large numbers of 
children were obliged to use this crossing on their way to and from 
school. 

The railroad officials disclaimed all knowledge of the alleged facts 
in regard to the manner in which the gates had been operated, and 
promised that they would promptly investigate the matter and have 
•the gates properly handled in the future. 

After due consideration I decided that the best way to give ad- 
ditional warning at this crossing would be to order an electric bell 
or gong placed at said crossing, and also to direct the railroad offi- 
cials to have the gates at the crossing properly operated, and that the 
crossing should not be blocked by freight trains for more than five 
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minutes at any one tiirie, anino freight train should be allowed to 
stand upon the crossing when other trains were due to cross it. I 
theriefore issued an order'to that effect to C. C. Elwell, superinten- 
dent of the Shore Line Division, and received his assurance that the 
same would be promptly carried out. 

This grade crossing could be abolished at a moderate cost by 
changing the layout of the highway a few feet, if the town and rail- 
road officials could agree in regard to it. I recommended such action 
several years ago. "The order, and the accompanying correspondence 
will be found in full as follows:

*'To the Honorable Town Ck>uncil of Westerly: We, the imdersigned, citizens 
of Niantic and vicinity, do hereby pray that you will take action on the appoint- 
ment of a flagman on the grade-crossing, on Main street, in the village of Niantic/* 

At the same meeting, after a hearing, the undersigned was appointed a com- 
mittee to correspond with the Railroad Commissioner and call his attention to 
the need of a flagman at the railroad crossing named in said petition. 

I trust you will attend to this matter at your earliest convenience, as it was re- 
presented to the town council that the necessity for such flagman is urgent.

SPUR TRACK AT WARREN. 

On the 6th of November I received a petition from the Warren 
Manufacturing Company, asking permission to construct, maintain, 
and operate a spur track across North Main street, in the town of 
Warren for the purpose of connecting their manufacturing premises 
with the tracks of the Providence, Warren and Bristol branch of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, to be used 
for freight purposes only. Said spur would also cross the tracks of 
the Rhode Island Company, located on said street. 

This petition was endorsed by the town council of Warren, which 
had voted to give its consent to said crossing upon certain conditions, 
among them being that the consent of the Railroad Commissioner 
should be first obtained. 

As the proposed spur track was to cross the tracks of the Rhode 
Island Suburban Railway Company at grade, I notified the Rhode 
Island Company of the request and asked if there was any objection 
to the granting of said permission. An answer was received stating 
that if such a crossing was permitted it should be upon condition that 
the crossing be installed in a manner satisfactory to said Rhode Island 
Company and without expense to it, and that said Warren Manu- 
facturing Company be required to properly maintain said crossing in 
the future at its own expense. Accordingly on the 13th of November 
I granted permission to said Warren Manufacturing Company to 
construct and operate a railroad track at grade, across North Main 
street in the town of Warren at the point described in the petition 
from said company, upon condition that the track and crossovers 
should be put in and maintained at the sole expense of said company 
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and in a manner satisfactory to the Rhode Island Company and ap- 
proved by the Railroad Commissioner. 

That every engine or car that should cross said track should be 
preceded by a flagman, and at a rate of speed not exceeding eight 
miles per hour. Also that said crossing should be constructed and 
maintained in accordance with the rules, conditions, and provisions 
adopted by the town council, November 7, 1906.

This is the petition of the Warren Manufacturing Company, of Warren, R. I., 
a corporation created by the General Assembly of the State of Rhode Island, 
asking permission to construct, maintain and operate a railroad track at grade, 
across North Main street in said town rf Warren, for freight purposes only. 

Said track to be on the premises owned by said Warren Manufacturing Com- 
pany except at said North Mahi street, as appears by plat filed with said petition. 

Said petitioners have heretofore received, with certain conditions attached, 
the permission of the town council of said town of Warren to cross said North 
Main street at grade. 

The Rhode Island Company, lessee of the Rhode Island Suburban Railway

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COMPLAINTS. 

There have been many complaints made to this office against the 
railroad corporations, both street and steam, but the larger part of 
said complaints have been for matters over which the commissioner 
has no jurisdiction under our laws. In every case, however, I have 
listened to such complaints and have called the attention of the rail- 
road officials to the matter and in many cases have succeeded in hav- 
ing the evils complained of explained or remedied. 

In March I received a complaint from a gentleman of Central Falls 
in relation to freight trains blocking Central street while a passenger 
train was pulling into the station, and the would-be passenger, being 
unable to get on board, was left behind, as the passenger train had 
pulled out before the freight train got by. I called the attention of 
the superintendent of the Worcester Division to the occurrence, for- 
warding to him a copy of the complaint, and also stated that this was 
not the first time complaints had been made, and asked that orders 
might be issued that would prevent its recurrence. The following 
is the correspondence referred to, and I believe there has been no 
repetition of the occurrence : 

Pawtucket, R. I., March 5, 1906. 
Hon. E. L. Freeman, 

Commissioner of Railroads^ State of Rhode Island. 

My Dear Sir: — Thursday, the 1st inst. I had a business engagement in Provi- 
dence and intended leaving on the ten minutes past one train from Central Falls. 
I had previously telephoned from my home to the ****** Co. that 
I was to leave on that train and for them to send boy over with certain samples 
that it was necessary for me to have, and I would meet him at the train. I 
stepped to the easterly side of the railroad track before the gates were down look- 
ing for the young man with the samples, I should say about nine and a half min- 
utes past one. The train was just in sight, perhaps about a quarter of a mile up 
the track. A freight train was approaching from Pawtucket which proved to 
be a long one. The engineer could certainly have seen the other passenger train. 
The freight train did not stop at all, but went right along at a slow rate of speed 
and was perhaps a couple of minutes in passing. The passenger train came in, 
unloaded and loaded its passengers, went away, and 'was probably in Pawtucket

before the freight train was by. Much to my disappointment I lost the train 
and as my time was very limited it made considerable difference to me. It wasn't 
as serious as it might have been because there was a train following soon after 
but that doesn't make any difference if there was a train one minute afterwards. 
The ten minutes past one train was the one that I wanted. I spoke to the gate 
tender while the freight train was passing and he shook his head and said he 
didn't know whether they would wait or not. He said '*If it was the hourly 
train they would probably wait" but he says "those Taunton and New Bedford 
trains they never bother, they go right along." I know the railroad argument, 
but I care nothing about that. It is probably to this effect, that their station is 
on that side of the track and all persons should be there at a certain spot to get 
onto the train. At Pawtucket people get on and off at either side. The ticket 
office is only on one side. There is no fence in between at Pawtucket and there 
is no fence up at Central Falls. There is no sign up or instructions at Central 
Falls different from Pawtucket to the effect that people must get on at one side 
or the other. It is all levelled up with ashes in the center between the railroad 
tracks just the same as it is in Pawtucket. 

This is the second time that an occurrence like this has happened to me. I 
presume it has happened to others. I consider it reprehensible. It is not the 
proper way for a railroad corporation to serve the public and I believe that it 
should be stopped. I appeal to you as railroad commissioner and firmly believe 
that you will be able and disposed to do something in the premises.

Dear Sir : — I enclose letter, which is one of several complaints that I have re- 
ceived of similar import. I presume you are familiar with the condition of the 
station at Central Falls. A large number of those desiring to take trains at this 
station come up Central street and cross the tracks to reach the station. Some- 
times they get there one or two minutes before the time to take the train to Provi- 
dence, but find freight train blocking the track; at this point the freight trains 
going north are usually rimning very slowly, and before the train passes the pas- 
senger train pulls in, and starts before the person named can get across to get the 
train. The passenger train is not troubled with express or baggage to unload or 
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take, and so sometimes does not remain still over one minute and sometimes even 
less than that. The same thing happened to myself on one occasion. I was at 
the crossing about three minutes before time for the train to start, but was 
stopped by freight train, and before I could get across the passenger train had 
started. I saw the conductor of passenger train the next day and told him if 
that occurred again I should be obliged to report him. He was very courteous 
and said it would never occur again with him, and I do not think it has. 

The matter could be easily remedied if the southbound passenger car in such 
case would simply wait until freight had passed before starting.

THE WHISTLING NUISANCE. 

Many complaints have been made of unnecessary whistling at 
grade crossings, in freight yards, and in localities. On the 25th of 
May I received a complaint from Mr. E. R. Blanchard, manager of 
the Glenlyon Dye Works at Phillipsdale of "a totally unnecessary 
amount of whistling in front of the mill of the company/' I at once

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took the matter up with Mr. Droege, superintendent of the Worces- 
ter Division, and he assured me that he had " cautioned employees not 
to sound the whistle louder or oftener than possible." I afterwards 
received a letter from Mr. Blanchard to the effect that he had re- 
ceived a courteous visit from Mr.- Droege and that he thought that 
"conditions had been improved.'' 

Complaints of the whistling nuisance continued to come in, espe- 
cially from residents along the line of the road between Pawtucket and 
Valley Falls. On the 11th of June I wrote Mr. Droege, asking him if 
any new orders had been issued in relation to whistling at grade 
crossings, adding if there is no protection at a grade crossing it might 
be necessary to sound the whistle, but where there are gates and flag- 
men I could see no possible benefit to be derived from the sounding 
of the whistle, except in emergency cases. 

I also wrote to Mr. A. W. Martin, of Boston, assistant general 
superintendent of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, 
directing that the practice of sounding whistles as a crossing signal 
be discontinued in thickly settled communities where no unusual 
conditions exist. I afterwards received a letter from him stating 
that instructions had been given, to go into effect June 19th, to stop 
the whistling between Providence and Valley Falls, and that similar 

* 

instructions would be applied to other crossings as fast as they could 
determine just where the application should be made. 

Since that time there has been a noticeable decrease in the matter 
of long and prolonged whistling between the points named, and I 
have had but one complaint, which was promptly remedied. 

On the 28th of October I received a communication from George 
A. Smith, clerk of the school committee of the city of Woonsocket, 
stating that the school committee of said city had by vote directed 
him to call the attention of the Railroad Commissioner to the "ex- 
cessive amount of whistling and other noises incident to train and 
shifting operations on the Woonsocket Branch, Midland Division, 
at a point in the vicinity of the high school and the Boyden street 
buildings, seriously interfering with school work." I took the mat- 
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ter up with Superintendent Droege and afterwards with C. N. Wood- 
ward, superintendent of the Midland Division.. He acknowledged 
the letter and informed me that he had taken the matter up and 
would endeavor to stop the whistling so far as possible. I have re- 
ceived no further complaint from the school committee of Woon- 
socket, and suppose that the nuisance has been abated.

Dear Sir : — On receipt of your letter of May 26th I had the matter of alleged 
unnecessary sounding of Jbhe whistle by locomotives of our company at Phillips- 
dale looked into and caused an intferview to be had with Manager Blanchard of 
the Glenlyon Dye Works. 

There is a highway crossing at grade at Phillipsdale for which an average total 
of 12 or 14 trains, passing there during the daylight hours, sound the regularly 
prescribed signal. In addition to this, a yard engine that cares for the work of the 
Glenlyon Dye Works finds it necessary to call in a flagman perhaps two or three 
times during the day. The requirements of the Glenlyon Dye Works and other 
shippers as to prompt placing of empty cars on short notice and inward and 
outward movement of their loaded cars necessitates our doing this work during 
the day while Mr. Blanchard is on duty, and unfortunately his office is located in 
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the upper part of the building at a point where the sound of the whistle is per- 
haps more noticeable than it would be nearer the ground. 

The enginemen and other employees working in this section have been cautioned 
not to sound the whistle louder or oftener than necessary.

Dear Sir: — One of my students has recently been looking over the statistics 
of the street railways of Providence and vicinity and has come across one or two 
statements in your annual reports which do not seem to agree with the facts as 
stated in the financial papers and advertisements of the securities of the com- 
panies in question. I thought that perhaps you might be able to give me in- 
formation which would enable me to determine which statement is correct. 
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In the financial papers, such as the Commercial and Financial Chronicle, and 
in the advertisements of bond houses, offering the bonds of the United Traction 
and Electric Company of New Jersey, it is stated that among the securities held 
in the treasury of that company as a guaranty of the bonds is a mortgage of 
$3,000,000 on the property of the Union Railroad Company of Providence. In 
your report, however, the funded debt of the Union Railroad Company was given 
as $25^000. It is also stated in the financial papers and the advertisements of 
bond houses that the R. I. Suburban Company (as well as the Union Railroad 
Company and the Paw tucket Railroad Company) is leased to the Rhode Island 
Company. The fact of the lease is stated in your report for the Union Rail- 
road Company and the Pawtucket Railroad Company but not for the Suburban 
Company. According to the facts for the R. I. Suburban Company in your re- 
port of 1904, the total expenditiures were $537,000, the gross earnings $359,000, 
showing a deficit of $178,000. It is stated in the same report that the company 
paid a dividend amoimting to $100,000. The same amount of dividend is stated 
as having been paid in 1903, although there was a deficit of $260,000 in that year. 

If you can throw any light on the above questions I shall be greatly obliged.

Dear Sir: — In answer to yours of the 5th inst. would state that the only infor- 
mation I have in relation to the several street railways is comprised in their an- 
nual reports made to this office in conformity to law. These reports are sworn to 
by the several officers, and so far as I know are correct. In the case of the Union 
Railroad Company the funded debt was given as $25,000 which I believe is cor- 
rect. If its property is mortgaged this would not constitute a funded debt, as the 
mortgage might be given for other purposes. In the case of the Rhode Island 
Suburban Railway Company the report made to this office for the year 1905 
shows that it is leased to the Rhode Island Company. The statement in regard 
to the expenditures, earnings, dividends, etc., are correct according to the reports, 
but I have no explanation in regard to the same except that for reasons of their 
own the directors saw fit to pay a dividend of 2 per cent. 

This year the total receipts of the Suburban Railway Company are given as 
receipts from rental, $100,100; total expenditures, $31.80; net earnings, $100,-^ 
068.20; dividend paid, 2 per cent., $100,000. 
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The relations between these companies and the United Traction and Electric 
C5ompany and the Rhode Island Company are private, and I do not pretend to 
understand or explain them. If there is any further information you desire that 
I can furnish I shall be glad to do so.

Dear Sir: — The Secretary of State has turned over to this office your favor 
of the 8th inst. I send by this mail a copy of railroad laws; on page 27 you will 
find the only provision for the abolishment of grade crossings, in section 44. You 
ask for information as to its practical workings; it has never been tried. When- 
ever any grade crossings have been abolished, as several have been in the city of 
Providence, the city and the railroad have come to an agreement, and then, at 

their mutual request, a special act confirming their agreement and providing for 

• 

the assessment of damages to private owners, and also by whom and in what 
manner they should be assessed and paid, has been adopted by the General Assem- 
bly, and imder its provisions the work has been done. The principal objection 
to section 44 seems to be that neither the railroad companies or the municipal 
authorities seem willing to have the proportion of the expense which each shall 
pay decided by the court, preferring to make their own trade, each hoping to get 
the best of the bargain. 

Every crossing at grade in the city of Providence, with one exception, has been 
abolished, but in other places the estimated expense has been so large that the 
municipal authorities has thus far refused to take any specific action.

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Accidents from January 1, 1905, to December 31, 1905. 

During the year 1906 there were 124 accidents reported to me by 
the officials of the several steam railroads of this State, in which 134 
persons were killed or injured. 

There were no passengers killed and only 8 injured: 3 attempted 
to board or leave moving trains; 2 in collision; 1 alighting from 
standing train; 1 pushed against arm of seat by other passengers; 
1 thrown against side of dining car as it made station stop. 

There were 7 employees killed: 1 track laborer, 3 stepped in front 
of train; 2 switching, and 1 was killed while running hand car. 

There were 23 persons classed as trespassers killed while walking on 
tracks or stealing rides on trains. There were 26 trespassers injured. 

At highway grade crossings there was one killed, a woman; the 
gates were down. Three men were injured at grade crossings by 
driving teams across tracks: one was in direct opposition to instruc- 
tions of flagman; 1 was at Fox Point, and 1 claimed that the gates 
were up. 

Four teamers and one man assisting teamer were injured in 
freight-yards in Providence. 

Of the persons injured 56 were employees: 9 fell from cars; 11 
engaged in switching; 3 coal shovefers, 2 handling freight; 3, de- 
railed car; 2 walked in front of engine; 3 by overhead bridges; 2> 
coupling cars; 2, boarding moving train; 1, baggageman; 1, working 
in car and 4 in collision and 13 received slight injuries in various 
ways. 

There was but one collision reported in the year 1906 and that oc- 
curred on the 28th of December — two freight trains of the Worcester 
Division in the Northup avenue yard in Providence. In this accident

there were four employees injured, none very seriously.

H. Gilbert, brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
knocked down on top of car in Providence by other cars striking 
against car he was on. His knee cap and chest were bruised. He 
was discharged from the Rhode Island Hospital, December 20th, 
imjproved.

A. S. Browning, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
attempting to get onto some cars in Providence, slipped, his left foot 
going under the wheels, and his toes were crushed. He was dis- 
charged from the Rhode Island Hospital, January 11, improved. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 

Year 1906. 

Providence Terminal Company. 

Actual construction work on the new railroad connection from 
Providence Central Passenger Station to East Providence, by means 
of the East Side Tunnel under College Hill and the drawbridge across 
the Seekonk river, under charter of the Providence Terminal Com- 
pany, was commenced April 12th, 1906, by grading at the east portal 
of the tunnel just east of Gano street. Providence, R. I. Work has 
been prosecuted continuously since that date. Several months' pre- 
paratory work was required, but substantial progress has been 
made during the fall. 

Location of the drawbridge was duly approved by the War De- 
partment in April, 1906. The structure as approved consists of a 
draw span giving a clear opening of 90 feet, at right angles to the 
channel. There will be, in addition to the draw span, 13 double-track 
girder spans resting on 12 high masonry piers and an abutment. At 
the easterly end the structure fans out with double-track connections 
both to the north and the south. The track will be about 23 feet 
above high water, giving sufficient head room to various classes of 
boats, underneath, and a quick-acting roller-lift drawbridge of mod- 
ern type will afford a quick and easy passage for larger vessels. 

As a necessary part of the location of this bridge, about 100,000 
yards of dredging have been done by the railroad company to im- 
prove the channel leading to the new drawbridge. The piers of the 
drawbridge are founded sufficiently deep to permit dredging of the 
channel in the river to a depth considerably greater than has yet been 
considered necessary for the Pawtucket river. The contract for 
the substructure of this bridge was let in August, 1906. The con- 
tractors have prosecuted the work in a vigorous and systematic man-

ner, and the piers will doubtless be ready for the superstructure early 
in the summer of 1907. 

Work on the tunnel proper during the latter part of the year, has 
been prosecuted at both ends, with night and day shifts. About 
5,000 cubic yards of Portland cement concrete has been, placed in 
the retaining walls and abutments for the westerly approach to the 
tunnel between Canal street and Benefit street, and in the tunnel 
itself. 

The completed tunnel will extend from a point west of Benefit 
street to just east of Gano street, about 5,080 feet, and will be lined 
with plain concrete except at Benefit street and Gano street where the 
arch will be re-inforced with steel rods. 

The Benefit street portal is nearly completed, and the foundations 
are in place for the Gano street portal and bridge. 

Wilkesbarre Pier Wharf, 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
Company has filed with the Harbor Commissioners a plan for a very 
large new coal wharf, to be located just north of the present Wilkes- 
barre Pier, with a water slip between the two about 200 feet wide and 
30 feet deep at low water. It is understood that part of the filling 
for the new pier will come from the new East Side Tunnel. The 
work involves about 200,000 cubic yards of dredging. 

Shore Line Division. 

Bridge No. 25 over Pawcatuck river. The old abutments are to 
be used, with a new stringer seat of concrete. Clear span, 100' 4^^; 
length of iron, 105' over all. The new bridge is a pony truss 16' ll'^ 
high, the bottom being 5' 6^^^ below the base of rail. Double-track 
bridge. 

Bridge No. 26 over Pawcatuck river. The old abutments are to 
be used with a new stringer seat of concrete. Clear span is 100' S'^; 
length of iron, 105' over all. The new bridge is a pony truss 16' ll*' 
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high, the bottom being 5' — 5Y below base of rail. It is a double- 
track bridge, replacing a through truss. No actual work has been 
done yet. 

Bridge No. 27 over brook from ice pond. A new bridge seat and 
parapet were put on the old abutments. The span is 13' S^, The 
iron is 3' 20^^. I-beams at 80 lbs. per foot, 17' 0" over all, under each 
rail. There are four spans of this bridge, two for the main tracks and 
two for sidings, a siding on each side of the main tracks. 

Bridge 28, over Pawcatuck river. The old abutments were used 
with a new stringer seat of concrete; the span is 100' 8^^. The new 
bridge is a double-track pony truss, 16' ll'^ high, the bottom being 
5' 5i^ below base of rail. 

Bridge No. 29, over Pawcatuck river. The old abutments were 
used without any new work. The span is 100' lO''. The new 
bridge is a detk truss, 107' 6^ over all and 16' 9^ deep. 

Bridge No. 30, over highway. The old abutments wfire used with 
a new bridge seat and parapet. The span is 18' 3^^. The new bridge 
is a deck girder 23' 3" over all and 3' Oi^ deep. 

Bridge No. 31, over Pawcatuck river. The old abutments were 
used with new bridge seatblocks. The span, 98' 7^^^. The new 
bridge is a deck. Girder, 103' lO'^ over all and 9' OJ^ deep. 

Bridge No. 34, over Usquepaug river. The old abutments were 
used with a new bridge seat and top course of parapet. A new pair 
was also built in the center. The new spans are two deck girders 
37' 8^^ over all, and 3' lOJ'' deep under each track. The spans 
between abutments and pier are 32' ll''. The tracks were raised 
1' 3i\ 

Bridge No. 37, over farm road, in the Town of North Kingstown, 
was filled in. The span was 16' O'^. 

Bridge No. 39, over highway, in the Town of North Kingstown. 
The span is 11' 3^^. A new bridge seat and parapet were put on the 
old abutments. The new bridge is composed of 3-15" I-beams at 80 
lbs. per foot, 14' 6" over all under each rail. 
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Bridge No. 40, over Hunts river, in the town of Warwick. The 
old abutments were used without any new masonry. The span is 
63' 2''. The new bridge is a deck girder 67' \" over all and 6' 2Y 
deep. 

Bridge No. 49, over Apponaug river in the town of Warwick. The 
west abutment and two piers were built, also an old pier and the old 
east abutment were topped; all new masonry being concrete. The 
span between the west abutment and the old pier is 56' ll'' over a 
passway. The new spans are deck girders 64' 0'' over all and 6' 
lOi^ deep. 

The spans across the river are: Between old pier and new pier, 28' 
9"; between the two new piers, 32' 6^^ (channel); and between new 
east pier and east abutment, 30' 4^^. The iron across the river is 
half through girders, depth 4' 6^^^; length over all for channel span 
is 38' 0" and the other two are 36' 5" each. These short half- 
through girders replaced a through truss. 

Bridge No. 52, over Pawtuxet river. The same abutments are to 
be used with a new stringer seat of concrete on the west abutment, 
and new truss blocks on the east abutment. The span is 127' O'^. 
The new bridge is a through truss 32' high, the bottom being 5' lO'^ 
below base of rail. 

Bridge No. 104, in the town of Westerly, a highway over the tracks, 
the span is about 42'. The bottom is a wooden King truss, with a 
needle beam between tracks. The length over all is 45'. 

Worcester Division. 

Grade crossings at Acorn, Grove, and Dike streets, Providence, 
have been abolished by the construction of a new steel bridge on the 
extension of Arthur avenue. Old wooden structure at bridge 119, 
Park avenue. Auburn, has been replaced by modern steel bridge 50 
feet wide. Three hundred tons of new 100-lb. steel rail have been 
laid in the track between Auburn and Boston switch. 
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A new acetylene gas plant for supplying passenger coaches with 
gas has been erected and put in service at Charles street yard, Provi- 
dence. A new freight house has been built at Berkeley, R. I. 

A new self-propelling crane for coaling locomotives has been pro- 
vided at Charles street yard, Providence. 

Two new freight yards for classifying cars, one north bound and 
the other south bound, at this time are being constructed at Northup 
avenue. Providence. 

Improved facilities in the way of new engine house, turn-table, ash 
pits, coal pockets, power house, machine shop, etc., are now under 
way at the Charles street yard. Providence. 

At Pawtucket, R. I., extension of freight house about 100 feet is 
now under way, driveways have been put in first class condition by 
removing old surface and by substituting crushed stone. 

South Providence Branch, 

At the present time new double track is being laid in Allen's 
avenue, between Crary street and Thurber's avenue, with girder rail 
weighing 141 lbs. 

Pawtuxet Valley Branch, 

Arrangements are being made to replace old wooden structure at 
bridge No. 78, Clyde, by a new steel structure, together with necessary 
changes in the masonry. 

At Washington, R. I., new locomotive water supply facilities, in- 
cluding well, tank, and water column, have been installed. 

At Centerville, R. I., bulk delivery tracks and driveways have been 
re-arranged and a new freight house is under construction. 

At Pascoag new locomotive water supply facilities have t)een in- 
stalled including well, tank, and water column. At the present time 
a new shelter station for passengers has been erected. 

Between Dike street and Smithfield, R.' I., new 78-lb. steel rails 
have been laid and track ballasted with gravel.

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At Woonsocket at the present time timber supports on bridge No. 
4 over Blackstone river are being replaced with concrete pier, and 
trestle on approach of the same is being renewed. 

At Fox Point a new freight house and transfer platform has been 
constructed together with paving of driveway between India street 
and Fox Point wharf. 

At East Providence about 400 feet of southerly side of Wilkesbarre 
Pier has been rebuilt for about one-half the width of the pier. 

Shelter shed at Crescent Park was moved about 1,000 feet south, 
and Bay Spring station abolished. 

New block signal system is at the present time being arranged for be- 
tween East Providence and Warren, R. I. 

At Woonsocket two new tracks, one 510 feet long and the other 
900 feet long. 

On the Providence Division 13 miles of main track were laid with 
new 100-lb. rail. 

At Glendale 130 feet in length of the pile trestle bridge No. 15 was 
filled in, making the length of this bridge 126 feet in place of 256 feet, 
the former length. 

On the Taunton Division considerable ditching and shouldering 
was done during the year between Tiverton and Newport. 

New Haven standard bridge warnings have been erected at all 
bridges from Fall River to Newport.

SUMMARY OF STATISTICS. 
Property. 

These corporations report 357+ miles of road in this State, with 
390+ miles of single track ; this is an increase of 1 1 + miles of road and 
14+ miles of single track. The paid up capital stock of all. the roads 
is $23,621,086.80, an increase over last year of $106,300.00. They 
own 935 motor cars; 67 freight cars; and 78 other cars; this shows 
an increase in motor cars of 44, an increase in freight cars of 2, and an 
increase in other cars of 12. 

The total property and assets of these corporations are reported as 
$51,671,637.23, an increase over last year of $18,427,183.97. 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

The total receipts from all sources were $5,124,894.74; total ex- 
penditures, $3,844,589.03 ; net earnings, $1 ,280,305.71 . As compared 
with report of last year these figures show an increase in receipts of 
$435,104.74; an increase in the expenditures of $187,709.69, and an 
increase in net earnings of $247,395.05. The receipts of the roads 
were derived from the following sources, viz. : $3,964,116.21 from pas- 
senger departments; from freight departments, $138,150.78; and $1,- 
022,627.75 from rents of roads, express privileges, transportation 
of the mails, and all other sources. As compared with last year's re- 
port, these figures show an increase in receipts from passenger de- 
partments of $412,673.62; an increase in receipts from freight de- 
partments of $29,738.78; and from miscellaneous sources a decrease 
of $7,307.66. 
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Dividends. 

Dividends were paid by four of these corporations, as follows: 
Union Railroad Company, 8 per cent., $720,000.00; Pawtucket Street 
Railway Company, 6 per cent., $30,000.00; Newport and Fall River 
Street Railway Company (6 per cent, paid directly to stockholdere 
by Old Colony Street Railway Company, lessee, on $900,000.), $54,- 
000,00; Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, 2 per cent., $100,- 
000,00. The total amount paid in dividends was $904,000.00. 

Heating of Cars. 
Of the passenger ears in use, 729 are warmed by electric heaters. 

Grade Crossings. 

There are 28 grade crossings of electric cars over other railroads, 
street or steam, and 107 direct grade crossings over highways outside 
city limits. 

Passengers Carried. 

The whol6 number of passengers carried was 79,948,435; an in- 
crease over last year of 7;435,206. One road reports a decrease in 
the number of passengers carried. 

Indebtedness. 

The funded debt of all the corporations is $7,855,700.00; floating 
debt, $1,420,730.36; Total indebtedness, $9,266,430.36 There is an 
increase in the funded debt of $297,000.00; an increase in floating 
debt of $505,732.30. An increase in total indebtedness of $792,- 
732.30. 

Employees. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations is 
2,858, an increase from last year of 164. 
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Accidents. 

There were 234 accidents reported in connection with the street 
or electric railways, in which 34 persons were killed and 324 injured 
more or less seriously. Of the persons killed 3 were children who 
ran in front of car; 4 were men lyi^^g on or beside tracks in dark 
places; 4 in collision of cars and teams; 4 fell or jumped from moving 
cars; 1, boarding moving car; 4, walking on or crossing track; 2 in 
collision of car and automobile; 11, derailed car; and 1, employee, 
crushed between two cars. 

Of the 324 persons injured, 176 were passengers; 72 by derailed 
cars; 45 boarding or leaving moving cars; 21, collision of cars; 6 fell 
from moving cars; 11, controller burned out; 3 fell from running 
board; 7 fell from standing cars; 2 in collision of car and automo- 
biles; 3, collision, car and team; 1, car started as lady was boarding 
same; 1, struck by trolley fastener; 1 burned by fire cracker thrown 
into car by boy on street; 1 struck by team when alighting from car; 
1 injured by car taking switch too fast; 1, sudden stopping of car. 

Thirteen were employees; 5 in collision of cars; 2 struck by pole; 
1 fell from car; 2 injured by controller burning out; 1 by two cars 
coming together on College Hill; 1 in collision of car and automobile; 
1 , collision of car and team. 

Eighty-seven were injured by collision of cars and teams; 27 
were injured b}' running into cars or crossing tracks or standing too 
close to tracks; of this number 9 were children; 7 in collision of cars 
and bicycles; 11 in collision of cars and automobiles; 3 boys were 
injured while stealing rides.

At 3:40 P. M., at the corner of Bowery and Spring 
streets, Newport, an automobile ran into an Old Colony Street Rail- 
way Company car, and the conductor, John Sullivan, received severe 
injuries. 

August 22. A Rhode Island Company car left the rails at Broad 
and Eddy streets, Providence, and the passengers were shaken up, 
and Mrs. Ada Hersey and Mrs. C. E. Spaulding, who were on the 
front seat, fainted. They were taken into Dr. Buxton's office.

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August 22. Mrs. Mary M, Smith fell in front of a moving car of the 
Rhode Island Company on Weybosset street, Providence, and re- 
ceived a few bruises and was shaken up. 

August 23. The controller on a Rhode Island Company car blew 
out as car was at Governor and Power streets, Providence, frighten- 
ing the passengers, two of whom jumped from car. Anna Nelson 
received slight bruises and was shaken up; Eliza C. Parker receiv- 
ed a scalp wound and abrasions on arms. They were attended by 
Dr. J. F. Duflfy. 

August 23. As a team was crossing tracks at Main and Trenton 
streets, Pawtucket, it was struck by a Rhode Island Company car, 
and the driver, Elmer Larkin, was thrown out, striking on his head.

John Riley jumped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island Company at Wickenden and Traverse streets, Providence, and 
fell| receiving a slight cut on th^ b^ck of his head. 
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Nov. 26. William McKenzie attempted to cross track in front of 
a Rhode Island Company car on Cranston street in Providence, and 
was struck and thrown from his team and received contusions of the 
right thigh and hip. He was attended by Dr. Higgins. 

Nov. 26. A boy, Louis Desy, ran directly in front of a Rhode Isl- 
and Company car on Westminster street. Providence, and was struck, 
knocked down and dragged a short distance by the fender. He re- 
ceived a scalp wound and was considerably bruised and shaken up. 

Nov. 28. A Rhode Island Company car and a team were in col- 
lision at Taunton avenue and James street. East Providence, and the 
driver, George Walker, was thrown out, receiving a severe scalp wound 
and gash on forehead; he was taken to his home. 

Dec. 6. James Shieran, riding on platform of a Rhode Island Com- 
pany car on Branch avenue, fell to the street and fractured his skull. 
He was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital, where he died. 

Dec. 9j. A team was driven onto the tracks on Cranston street, 
Providence, in front of a Rhode Island Company car, and the driver, 
R. F. Osborn, was thrown, receiving a sprained ankle, and was badly 
shaken up. 

Dec. 25. Thomas Lister, in alighting from a moving car of the 
Rhode Island Company at Market square. Providence, fell, dislocating 
elbow. He was taken to Dr. Randall's office. 

Dec. 27. Lawrence McGuire, in alighting from a moving car of 
the Rhode Island Company on Bassett street. Providence, fell to the 
street, receiving contusion of the head. He went to his home. 

Dec. 29. A boy, Daniel Curtin, ran from behind team on Canal 
street directly in front of a slowly moving car and struck against 
headlight of car. He was taken to Dr. Randall's office. 

Improvements. 

A review of the work of the Rhode Island Company for the past 
year shows less extension of lines than the year previous, but a great 
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deal has been done upon the tracks to keep them up to the standard 
of excellence that it has been always the policy of the company to 
maintain both in its roadbed and equipment. The physical con- 
dition of its various roads and the equipment for the same continues 
to equal the very best electric roads of the country. 

Modifications and extensions in the operation of existing lines have 
been made whenever and wherever it has been shown that the public 
would be benefited, and requests for such modifications and extensions 
have been met by the general manager in a spirit of due consideration 
for the convenience of the public in every case. It is very apparent 
that the management has recognized that its best policy was to render 
a service unsurpassed by other electric roads and that by such service 
a greater traffic would be secured in return. 

As stated in the report last year, tracks are being laid in Hope street, 
Providence, to connect with the rails in East avenue in Pawtucket. 
Upon the completion of the same a new line of cars between the two 
cities has been put in operation to the great advantage of adjacent 
sections in both. There are now six through lines between the two 
municipalities. 

A much needed improvement has been made in Pawtucket avenue, 
in the town of East Providence, by widening the same in the village 
of Riverside and laying an additional track therein, so that now from 
Providence to Crescent Park there is a double-track line almost the 
entire distance. Over this route, particularly in the summer months, 
there is a very heavy travel, which before the additional track was 
laid subjected passengers to many annoying delays. The double- 
track line has obviated these troubles so that not only have delays 
to traffic been eliminated, but the liability of the occurrence of acci- 
dents has been greatly reduced. It may be stated also that the com- 
pany has recognized the absolute necessity of guarding in every pos- 
sible way the safety of its passengers, not only in its requirement of 
the most implicit obedience on the part of its employees to the recog- 
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nized rules that are necessary to safeguard its patrons, but also by the 
installation of the best mechanical and electrical appliances upon its 
rolling stock and along its roadbed to prevent accidents to cars or to 
others using the highways for travel. On all single track lines is 
installed a system of signals operating in such manner at the passing 
points of cars as should prevent collisions, and only by the neglect of 
duty on the part of an employee can such accidents occur. 

In addition to the work above enumerated, portions of Broadway, 
Atwell's avenue, and Charles street in the city of Providence have been 
double tracked, South Main street widened from Main street to Craw- 
ford street, Crawford street widened and double tracks laid in these 
streets and also in South Water street from Market square to Craw- 
ford street. 

A new car house 150 ft. by 200 ft. has been built at the corner of 
Traverse and Pike streets, of most approved form of construction, 
having a capacity of about 45 cars. The building is divided into two 
bays by a 16-inch brick wall with tar and gravel roof supported by 
steel trusses spanning each bay, leaving the rooms clear of posts. On 
the first floor are the office of the foreman, 35 by 19 ft.; repair shop, 
38 by 19 ft.; track tool room, 16 by 19 ft.; stable, 31 by 40 ft.; sand 
room, 24 by 19 ft.; boiler room, 28 by 19 ft.; and storage room for cars 
covering an area of 19,570 sq. ft., including the area of the pit room 
of 8,821 sq. ft. Ample provision for the employees is made in the 
second story, where are located the lockers and other necessary con- 
veniences. 

There has been no increase in the power capacity of the main sta- 
tion since last year. At the sub-station in Pawtucket a 600 K. W. 
rotary converter has been installed. 

To the rolling stock there have been added 46 thirteen-bench and 10 
fifteen-bench open cars; 20 twenty-five-feet and 3 thirty-one-feet box 
cars; 2 water-sprinkler cars; 1 track car, and 4 fifteen-ton side dump 
cars. 
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It is only just to the late Railroad Commissioner, Hon. E. L. Free- 
man, and also just to myself, that I should state that the foregoing 
report is entirely the work of the late commissioner. When I as- 
sumed the duties of the office all the material had been put together 
and was practically ready for the printer, so that in reality, as stated 
above, no part of my own work is included in the foregoing report.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE WESTERLY AND CONNECTICUT 

RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed March 13, 1906.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. William Segar, James M. Pendleton, R. W. Perkins, H. H. Gallup, 
and E. W. Jackson, their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby made a 
body corporate under the name of the Westerly and Connecticut Railway Com- 
pany, with all the powers and privileges and subject to the duties and liabilities 
applicable to such corporations set forth in Chapters 177 and 187 of the General 
Laws and all' acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, and with all the 
powers, privileges, and immunities necessary to carry out the full intent and pur- 
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poses of this act, viz. : To locate, construct, maintain, op>erate, and use a railway 
or railways for the transportation of passengers and freight, with convenient 
single or double tracks, switches, turnouts, and branches for cars or carriages, and 
with suitable and convenient poles, wires, conduits, and other machinery, ap- 
pliances, and appurtenances, in the public highways and elsewhere in and through 
the town of Westerly to and over the Pawcatuck river by a bridge to be construct- 
ed over the same, to a connection with the track of the Norwich and Westerly 
Railway Company of Connecticut, at the state line, at the most feasible point of 
crossing said river between Stillmanville bridge and a point one and one-half 
miles north of the same, to be operated by electric or any power other than steam, 
between such points in such highways as shall be fixed by the town council of said 
town, with the assent of said corporation in writing expressed and fil^d with said 
council, and upon and over such streets and highways of said town as shall from 
time to time be fixed and determined by the said council, with the written assent 
of said corporation filed as aforesaid; and also over and on such other lands in 
fiaid town, with the consent of the owner or owners thereof, as said corporation 
may elect to build its road, and over such other lands in said town as said corpora- 
tion may acquire by condemnation, as hereinafter provided. And all tracks of 
fiaid railway in the highways shall be laid at such distance from the sidewalks in 
fiaid town as the council of said town and its orders fixing the route of said railway 
may determine, with power also to erect and maintain stations for generating or 
furnishing electricity or other power for operating said railway or railways, and 
also for furnishing light and heat for the cars, stations, and other premises and 
property of said corporation: Provided, however, that said corporation shall not 
lay out, construct, use, or continue said railway or railways over or through the 
highways in said town unless with the consent of the town council of said town, 
and upon compliance with such reasonable rules and regulations as said town 
council may impose; and provided, that said railway or railways shall not cross 
any steam railroad at grade. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed four hundred 
thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and the 
amount of such stock shall be fixed from time to time by vote of said corporation. 

Sec. 3. Said corpK)ration may issue its bonds and other obligations in such 
amounts as it may see fit, from time to time, and may secure the same by pledge, 
pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchises and property or any part thereof: 
Provided, however, that such bonds and obligations at any time outstanding and 
fio secured shall not exceed in the aggregate four hundred thousand dollars; such 
bonds, obligations, pledges, and mortgages to be upon such terms and conditions 
and executed in such form and manner as the said corporation and its directors 
may by vote prescribe. 
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Sec. 4. The govenunent of said corporation shall be vested in a board of 
directors consisting of not less than five persons, who shall be stockholders and 
who shall be chosen in such manner and at such times and places as said corpora- 
tion shall by its by-laws prescribe. 

Sec. 5. Said corporation may acquire by condemnation, from time to time^ 
such lands and such interests and estates in lands In said town of Westerly as said 
corporation may from time to time take, in manner hereinafter provided, for it» 
corporate purposes, and may locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its. 
railway or railways and all suitable and convenient buildings and machinery, 
poles, wires, and conduits, and other apparatus and appliances of such railway or 
railways, upon and over the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 6. Whenever said corporation shall take any lands or any interest or 
estate therein, under the provisions of this act^ it shall file in the superior court in 
the county in which such lands are located a certificate containing a general de- 
scription of such lands and a list of the owners thereof and the persons interested 
therein, so far as the same may be known to said corporation. Said certificate 
shall be accompanied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and shall con- 
tain a notice that said corporation will give such security as the court may require 
for the payment of all such costs and damages as may be finally awarded to any 
person interested in the lands taken in the proceedings commenced by the filing 
of such certificate. 

Sec. 7. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court shall enter an 
order fixing the time when and the place where all persons interested in the land 
in said certificate described may appear before said court and be heard with refer- 
ence to the necessity of the taking of such land and the appointment of commis- 
sioners to appraise the damages sustained by them by such taking and the security 
to be given by said corporation for damages and costs. And the clerk of said 
court shall thereupon issue a notice, directed to the persons named in said certifi- 
cate and to all other persons interested in said land, containing the substance of 
said certificate and said order, which notice shall be served by publication for such 
time and in such newspapers or newspaper as the court may prescribe, and in such 
other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 8. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any adjournment 
therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the parties interested 
who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first determine whether the lands, 
in said certificate described are necessary to said corporation for its corporate 
purposes; and if it shall determine that said lands are necessary to said corpora- 
tion, said court shall proceed to fix the security to be given by said corporation 
for damages and costs, and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to 
appraise the damages sustained by the persons interested in the lands described 
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In said certificate by reason of the taking of said lands or of any interest or estate 
therein. Any vacancies in said commission which may occur from time to time 
shall be filled by the court upon application of any party interested in said pro- 
ceedings, and upon such notice as the court may direct. 

Sec. 9. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute .their duties, shall 
be sworn to the faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and shall give reasonable 
notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner as the court may direct, to all 
persons interested to file their claim, if any they have, which have not been re- 
leased to said corporation, with the clerk of said court within thirty days from 
the date of said notice. At the end of the time allowed for the filing of such claims 
the commissioners, or a majority of them, shall fix a time and place for hearing all 
persons interested as to the damages by them sustained, and shall give notice of 
such hearing, by publication in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may 
direct, once a week for at least three weeks prior to the date of such meeting, and 
shall give such further notice, if any, as the court may direct. At the time and 
place fixed for said hearing, or at any adjournment therefrom, the commissioners, 
or a majority of them, shall proceed to hear the parties interested, with their 
allegations and proofs, and shall examine the premises and shall estimate all 
such damage as they think any person interested has sustained by the taking of 
said lands or any interest or estate therein; and the commissioners, or a majority 
of them, shall make return of their doings and of the damages assessed by them, 
as soon as may be, to the court from which they received their appointment, 
with their fees marked thereon, which fees, being first allowed by the court, shall 
t>e forthwith paid by said corporation. 

Sec. 10. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk of the 
court shall open the same and shall give public notice, by advertisement for such 
time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, that such 
report has been received and op>ened and that the same may be examined by any 
party interested therein, and either said corporation or any other party aggrieved 
by any award of damages made by said commissioners may claim a jury trial 
upon any item of damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial 
with the clerk of such court, at any time within three months from the opening of 
such report, and such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper issues based 
upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such court, and shall be 
tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are therein tried, including the 
right to except to ruling and to apply for new trial for cause. But if the party 
claiming such jury trial shall not therein obtain an award* more favorable to such 
party than that given by the conmiissioners, such party shall pay costs to the 
adverse party, unless otherwise ordered by the court; and if any party claiming 
such jury trial shall obtain therein an award more favorable than that given by 
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the commissioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from the adverse 
party, unless otherwise ordered by the court. 

Sec. 11. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the court after 
being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in cases where a jury 
trial is claimed, .and upon such confirmation, execution or executions for th& 
damages fixed by said report, as confirmed, shall issue against said corporation,, 
as upon a judgment in due course of law. 

Sec. 12. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are nec- 
essary to said corporation for its corporate purposes as provided in section 8, 
said corporation may immediately enter upon, take possession, and use such landa 
for its corporate purposes: Provided j however, that no such entry or use shall be 
made or possession be taken, except for the purpose of making surveys, until 
said corporation shall have given security as fixed by the court, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Sec. 13. Said corporation may abandon any lands or any interest or estate 
therein, taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of such abandon- 
ment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the proceedings hereinbefore 
provided for are pending, at any time before the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners appointed to assess damages; and if said corporation shall not have 
entered upon, taken possession, or used the land so abandoned, or any interest or 
estate therein, prior to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings- 
for the assessment of damages for the taking of the land or any interest or estate 
therein so abandoned shall cea^e, and said corporation shall pay to any person, 
interested in the property so abandoned all his costs and expenses, if any, incurred 
in prosecuting for damages for the taking of such lands or estate or interests 
therein up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be taxed by the 
clerk. If said corporation shall have entered ufx>n, taken possession of, or used 
the lands or any interests or estates therein so abandoned prior to such abandon- 
ment, and the assessment of damages for the same is then pending before the 
commissioners or a jury, then upon such abandonment said corporation shall 
have the right to give such abandonment in evidence in diminution of damages, 
paying costs if the question of damages is pending upon the claim of jury trial^ 
notwithstanding a diminution of damages in consequence of such abandonment 
given in evidence; or if the commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the 
damages, said corporation shall have the right to a revision of the assessment and 
to a re-assessment, by petition to the conmiissioners, in order that the diminution, 
of damages in consequence of such abandonment may be considered, with the 
right of any party interested to claim a jury trial, as in case of the original assess- 
ment. 

Sec. 14. When the lands or any interest or estates therein in which any infant 
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or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf are interested are 
taken by said corporation under the provisions of this act, the court before which 
the proceedings for such taking are pending may appoint a guardian ad litem 
for such infant or other person, and such guardian may appear and be heard in 
behalf of such infant or other person at any stage of the proceedings. And such 
^ardian may also, with the advice and consent of the court appointing him, 
release to said corporation all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or 
other person or for any interests or estates therein so taken, and if there shall be 
any dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken under 
the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive the damages 
awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive such damages is un- 
certain or unknown, said corporation may pay such damages into the registry of 
the court before which such proceedings are pending with the same effect as to the 
title of said corporation to such lands or interests or estates therein as though such 
damages had been paid to the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 15. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be pending 
may from time to time order such other and further notices to be given in addition 
to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such other orders, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act or with the general laws of the state, as may be re- 
quired in the opinion of such court to protect the rights and interests of the par- 
ties interested in such proceedings, and any proceedings taken under this act may 
be amended or corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as the 
court may prescribe. 

Sec. 16. Nothing in this act shall authorize said corporation to condemn 
iiny portion of the location of any other railroad or street railway company ex- 
cept for the purposes of crossing the same either above or below grade and of 
maintaining suitable and convenient abutments or other supports for the struc- 
tures erected or constructed for such crossings, nor to exercise any of the rights, 
privileges, or franchises conferred upon said corporation by this act in any town 
in which any other street railway company has now acquired exclusive rights or 
franchises by virtue of any ordinance or contract authorized by Chapter 975 of 
the Public Laws, passed at the May session, A. D. 1891, or Chapter 77 of the 
General Laws, or by virtue of any special act, without the consent in writing of the 
corporation now holding such exclusive rights or franchises: Provided, however, 
that said corporation may cross at grade, in any public street or highway in or 
across which its construction may be authorized, the location or tracks of any 
railway not operated by steam. And no such consent shall affect the exclusive 
rights of any company so consenting except as to the streets and highways or parts 
of streets and highways to which such consent specifically applies, nor the rights, 
privileges, or franchises secured to the consenting company imder the contract 
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now existing between the state and such consenting company by virtue of its 
acceptance of the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Public Laws or any act in 
amendment thereof or in addition thereto. Nor shall anything in this act author- 
ize the condemnation of any land lying within the limits of any public park or 
square or other public place, or any land lying within the limits of any public 
highway, except for the purpose of crossing such highway and subject to the 
public use thereof for highway piuposes and to such reasonable regulations as 
the town council of said town may from time to time impose. 

Sec. 17. The costs of all proceedings for such condemnations shall be taxed 
by the clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, and shall be paid 
by such corporation except as otherwise hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 18. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and maintained in 
the highways upon such grade as the council of said town may prescribe; and 
whenever, in the judgment of said corporation, it shall be necessary to alter the 
grade of any street or highway so occupied by such ridlway or railways, such 
alteration shall be made at the expense of said corporation, with the assent of 
the council of the said town. 

Sec. 19. Said railway or railways may be operated by electricity or any 
power other than steam, as may be from time to time determined by said corpora-: 
tion, and said corporation shall have the power from time to time and at all 
times to fix such rates of fare and freight as it may deem expedient: Provided 
howeveTy that no greater rate than five cents shall be charged for the transpor- 
tation of any passenger between two points on the line of said corporation in any 
one town. 

Sec. 20. The council of said town shall have the power at all times to make 
such reasonable regulations as to the rate of speed of the cars of said corporation 
upon its streets and highways, and the mode of use of its tracks upon said streets 
and highways within the limits of said town, as public convenience and safety 
may require. 

Sec. 21. Said corporation shall put all streets and highways and every por- 
tion thereof over or through which it shall lay rails in as good condition as they 
were before the same were laid, and shall keep and maintain in repair, to the 
reasonable satisfaction of the town council of said town, such portions of the 
streets and highways as shall be occupied by its tracks, and shall be liable for 
any loss or injury sustained by any person by reason of any carelessness, neglect, 
or misconduct of its agents or servants in the management, construction, or use 
of said tracks or streets; and in case any judgment shall be recovered against said 
town by reason of any such misconduct, defect, or want of repair, said corpora- 
tion shall be liable to pay said town any sum thus recovered against it, together 
with all the costs and reasonable expenditures incurred by it in the defence of 
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any such suit or suits in which recovery may be had. And said corporation 
shall not encumber any portion of the street or highways not occupied by said 
tracks, except so far as may be necessary in building, repairing, or operating its 
railway or railways. 

Sec. 22. If any person shall willfully or maliciously obstruct said corporation 
in the use or operation of its railway or railways, or in the passing of its cars or 
carriages thereon, such person and all those aiding or abetting therein shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars of by imprisonment not 
exceeding three months. 

Sec. 23. If said corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully or 
maliciously obstruct any street or highway or the passing of any carriage over the 
same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding three hundred dollars. 

Sec. 24. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the council of said 
town from entering upon and taking up any of the public streets, highways, or 
bridges traversed by said corporation, for any purpose for which they may law- 
fully take up the same, and said town shall not be liable for any damages thereby 
occasioned to said corporation. 

Sec. 25. Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold such real 
estate within said town as may be convenient or necessary for the purposes for 
which said corporation is created, and may dispose of and convey the same. 

Sec. 26. If the tracks or rails of said corporation or any part thereof, in any 
street or highway, shall be abandoned or the use thereof discontinued for any 
cause within the control of said corporation for the term of one year, or if the right 
of said corporation to use and maintain such tracks or rails in any street or high- 
way shall be lawfully terminated in any manner, such tracks and rails shall be 
taken up by said corporation and the street or highway where the same is so taken 
up shall be put in good repair at said corporation's expense; and if the tracks or 
rails shall not be taken up within thirty days after notice to take up the same shall 
have been given to said corporation by the council of said town, said town may 
take up the same at the cost and expense of said corporation. 

Sec. 27. Said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered from time to 
time to acquire, by lease, purchase, or otherwise, the property, rights, privileges, 
and franchises owned, used, operated, or enjoyed without this state by any person 
or corporation owning, leasing, or operating, or authorized to own, lease, or oper- 
ate, any street or other railway without this state, and may issue its capital stock, 
bonds, or other obligations in payment for the property, rights, privileges, and 
franchises so acquired, and any capital stock issued for such purposes shall be 
deemed full paid and non-assessable. And this corporation is also authorized and 
empowered to hold, use, operate, enjoy, and dispose of all property, rights, privi- 
leges, and franchises without this state, acquired as aforesaid, subject to such 
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regulations, restrictions, fnd provisions as to the use and enjoyment of the same 
as were in force at the time when such property, rights, privileges, and franchises 
were acquired by said corporation; and any person or corporation holding such 
property, rights, privileges, or franchises without this state may sell, lease, or 
otherwise dispose of such property, rights, privileges, or franchises to this corpora- 
tion, and receive such stock, bonds, or other obligations of this corporation in 
payment therefor. 

Sec. 28. Said corporation is also authorized and empowered to acquire, hold, 
and dispose of the stock, bonds, securities, and other obligations of any other 
street railway or railroad company incorporated in any other state, and to issue 
its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations, at not less than par, in payment for 
the same, and stock when so issued shall be deemed full paid and non-assessable. 

Sec. 29. Said corporation is authorized and empowered from time to time to 
guarantee the stock, bonds, and other obligations, and. the dividends and interest 
thereon, of any street railway incorporated in any other state, and may secure 
any such guarantee by pledge, pledges, mortgages, or mortgages of its franchises 
and property, or any part thereof. 

Sec. 30. Said corporation may lease its railway, franchises, and property to 
^the Norwich and Westerly Railway Company of the state of CJonnecticut, and 
shall have the right to make a contract or contracts with said Norwich and 
Westerly Railway Company, or with any other street railway company incorpor- 
ated and operating a line of railway within or without this state, to connect its 
said railway with the railway of such other company at any point within or with- 
out this state for the interchange, delivery, and receipt of passengers, freight, 
and cars by and between said corporation and such other corporations. 

Sec. 31. Said corporators, or a majority of them, may open books for and re- 
ceive subscriptions to the stock of said company and shall call the first meeting 
of the stockholders of said corporation in such manner and at such time and place 
as they shall appoint, for the choice of directors of said corporation. If said cor- 
poration shall not be organized and any capital stock voted by it, as provided by 
section 2 hereof, shall not be subscribed and at least ten per centum thereof paid 
in within one year from the passage of this act, this act shall be void and of no 
efiFeot; and if said corporation shall fail to file an application with the town council 
of said town of Westerly for the location of the said railway to be constructed by 
it, on or before January 1, A. D. 1907, or shall fail to build and complete said 
railroad to be constructed by it, or so much thereof as may be required by said 
town council, in accordance with said application, within one year from the ap- 
proval of said location by said town council, the right of said corporation to con- 
struct said railway shall cease and determine. 
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Sec. 32. Said corporation shall be established and have an office or place of 
business in the town of Westerly. 

Sec. 33. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT EN- 
TITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE WESTERLY AND 
CONNECTICUT RAILWAY COMPANY," PASSED AT THE JANU- 
ARY SESSION, A. D. 1906. 

[Passed April 10, 1006.] 

It 18 enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The Westerly and Connecticut Railway Company, a corporation 
created by act of the general assembly passed at its January session, A. D. 1906, 
in addition to the powers conferred upon it by said act, is hereby authorized and 
empowered to locate, construct, maintain, operate, and use a railway or railways 
for the transportation of passengers and freight, with convenient single or double 
tracks, switches, turnouts, and branches for cars or carriages, and with suitable 
and convenient poles, wires, conduits, and other machinery, appliances, and 
appurtenances, in the public highways and elsewhere in and through the town of 
Hopkinton, to be operated by electric or any power other than steam, and between 
such points in such highways as shall be fixed by the town council of said town, 
with the assent of said corporation expressed in writing, and filed with said town 
council, and upon and over such streets and highways of said town as shall from 
time to time be fixed and determined by the said town council with the written 
assent of said corporation filed as aforesaid. And also over and on such other 
lands in said town, with the consent of the owner or owners thereof, as said cor- 
poration may elect to build its road: Provided^ however, that said corporation 
shall not lay out, construct, use, or continue said railway or railways over or 
through the highways in said town unless with the consent of the town council, and 
upon compliance with such reasonable rules and regulations as said town council 
may impose, nor shall said railway cross any steam railroad at grade. 

Sec. 2. Said corporation may exercise all the rights, powers, privileges, and 
franchises enumerated in said original act of incorporation, and this act in ad- 
dition thereto, in said town of Hopkinton. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation, in addition to the powers conferred upon it by said 
original act of incorporation and this act, is hereby authorized and empowered to 
acquire, by condemnation from time to time, such lands and such interests and 
estates in lands in the town of Hopkinton as said corporation may from time to 
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time take for its corporate purposes in the manner provided in an act entitled ''An 
act to incorporate the Westerly and Connecticut Railway Company/' passed at 
the January session, A. D. 1906, and may locate, construct, maintain, operate, and 
use its railway or railways, and all suitable poles, wires, conduits, and other ap- 
purtenances and appliances of such railway or railways, upon and over the lands 
so acquired. 

Sec. 4. If said corporation shall fail to file an application with the town 
council of said Hopkinton for the location of said railway to be constructed by it, 
under the provisions of this act, on or before January Ist, A. D. 1907, or shall fail 
to build and complete said railway in said town of Hopkinton, or so much thereof 
as may be required by said town council, in accordance with its said application, 
within two years from the approval of said application by said town council, the 
right of said corporation to further construct said railway in said town of Hopkin- 
ton, beyond the termination of the railway then constructed, shall cease and 
determine. 

Sec. 5. In the event that the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company, 
a corporation created by act of the general assembly, passed at the January se»- 
fion, A. D. 1901, shall construct and begin to operate a railway in said town of 
Hopkinton from Westerly to Ashaway on or before July 1st, A. D. 1906, then this 
act shall be null and void, otherwise shall be and remain in full force and efifect. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT EN- 
TITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE WORCESTER AND 
PROVIDENCE STREET RAILWAY COMPANY," PASSED AT THE 
JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1905. 

[Passed March 22. 1006.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Section 2 of an act to incorporate the Worcester and Providence 
Street Railway Company, passed at the January session of the general assembly, 
A. D. 1905, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

"Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed the sum of 
two million dollars, of which one million five hundred thousand doUains shall be 
common stock, to be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and the 
amount of such stock shall be fixed from time to time by vote of the corporation, 
and preferred stock to the amount of five hundred thousand dollars, to be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, and the amount of such preferred stock 
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shall be fixed from time to time by vote of said corporation. The holders of 
such preferred stock shall be entitled to receive from the net earnings of the cor- 
poration dividends at the rate of five per centum per annum at such times and 
in such amounts as the stockholders of the corporation may from time to time 
by by-laws or vote determine; and if the net earnings in any one year shall not 
suffice to pay such dividends, the said dividends shall be cumulative and payable 
out of the net earnings of any subsequent year, but without interest. The said 
dividends shall have priority over dividends on the common stock of «aid corpora- 
tion, and no dividends shall be paid on the common stock so long as there is any 
arrear of dividends unpaid on the preferred stock. In case of liquidation of the 
corporation, the holder of such preferred stock shall be paid the amount of the 
par value of said stock and of all dividends thereon in arrear before the holders 
of the common stock shall be entitled to share in any distribution of the assets 
of the corporation." 

Sec. 2. Section 3 of said act to incorporate the Worcester and Providence 
Street Railway Company is hereby amonded so as to read as follows: 

''Sec. 3. Said corporation may issue its bonds and other obligations in such 
amoimts as it may see fit, from time to time, and may secure the same by pledge, 
pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchises and property or any part there- 
of: Provided, however , that such bonds and obligations at any time outstanding 
and so secured shall not exceed in the aggregate one million five hundred thousand 
dollars; such bonds, obligations, pledges, and mortgages to be upon such terms 
and conditions and executed in such form and manner as the said corporation 
and its directors may by vote prescribe. But every mortgage or other convey- 
ance of the property or franchises of said corporation shall be subject to all the 
provisions of any contract made under the authority conferred by section 32 of 
this act." 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage, and all acts and 
parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AN ACT ENTITILED "AN ACT TO INCOR- 
PORATE THE SEA VIEW RAILROAD COMPANY," PASSED AT THE 
MAY SESSION, A. D. 1887, AND OF THE SEVERAL ACTS IN AMEND- 
MENT THEREOF AND IN ADDITION THERETO. 

[Passed April 18, 1906.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Section 1 of an act entitled "An act in amendment of an act en- 
titled 'An act to incorporate the Sea View Railroad Company,' passed at the 
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January session, 1890, is hereby amended as follows: The following words are 
hereby inserted in section 1 of said act of amendment, viz. : 

After the words "or crossing the same at such point" insert the words "or 
running in a westerly direction to and through the village of Wakefield in the 
town of South Kingstown, thence in a southerly direction to the village of Matu- 
nuck, so-called, thence in a southwesterly direction to connect with the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad CJompany." 

And also to locate, lay out, and construct branches from the main line to tide 
water as from time to time may be deemed desirable. The said corporation is 
hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, maintain, and operate steamboats 
and other vessels, and to use, run, and navigate the same for hire or otherwise 
for the transportation of freight, passengers, mails, and for other purposes for 
which the same may be lawfully used, and to acquire wharves and piers, and the 
same to hold and maintain with other property at such points as may be deemed 
desirable. And the said corporation shall have the right to enter into contract 
or contracts with the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, 
or with the Narragansett Pier Railroad CJompany, or any other railroad for the 
equipment, operation, working, and leasing of their said railroad and branches 
as may be by the president and directors deemed desirable. 

Sec. 2. So much of section 1 of said original act of incorporation and the 
amendments thereto as are inconsistent herewith is hereby repealed, and thiy 
act shall take efifect immediately after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT EN- 
TITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE SEA VIEW RAILROAD 
COMPANY," PASSED AT THE MAY SESSION, A. D. 1887, AND OF 
THE SEVERAL ACTS IN AMENDMENT THEREOF AND IN AD- 
DITION THERETO. 

[Passed April 18. 1906.} 

It 18 enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The time limited in the original act of incorporation and the 
amendments thereof and in addition thereto of the Sea View Railroad Company, 
in which the location or relocation of said railroad shall be filed as therein pro- 
vided, is hereby extended to the first day of July, A. D. 1906. 

Sec. 2. So much of the original act of incorporation of said railroad company 
and of the several acts in amendment thereto as are inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 
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AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO THE SEVERAL 
ACTS WITH REFERENCE TO THE NEWPORT AND FALL RIVER 
STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Paased April 10, 1906.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The Newport and Fall River Street Railway Company, its lessees, 
successors, and assigns, in addition to the powers heretofore granted to it, may 
carry and transport freight for hire in the city of Newport with the same privi- 
leges and subject to the same restrictions as by existing laws applicable to said 
corporation it may carry freight in the town of Tiverton: Provided, however , that 
before exercising the power herein granted the said corporation shall obtain the 
assent of the city coimcil of the city of Newport to carry freight over the tracks 
used by said corporation within the said city of Newport. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take efifeet inmiediately. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT TO INCOR- 
PORATE THE SOUTH SHORE STREET RAILWAY COMPANY," 
PASSED AT THE JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1903. 

[Passed March 13, 1906.] 

It is enacted by {he General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Section 27 of an act entitled "An act to incorporate the South 
Shore Street Railway Qompany," passed at the January session, A. D. 1903, is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

''Sec. 27. If said corporation shall fail to complete said road so far that the 
same can be operated by the first day of July, A. D. 1908, this act shall be void 
and of no eiffect." 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed 
and this act shall take effect from and after its passage.
